The Queen's abdication was unex 


pectcd. In many quarters it ia looked 
upon us a ruse to secure clemency when 
she appears before tho military court 
now Bitting. It is not generally consid- 
ered that she ia sincere in making the 
protestation. 


Since last advicea evidence of a very 


damaging character has piled around 
her. She was arrested on a military 
-warrant on the 10th instant. No pro- 
toet was mado when the papers were 
served on her, and without delay she 
was escorted to tho executive building 
and confined in a room, where Blio now 
remain a under guard. 


On the evening of the day of arrest 


her houifl waa searched and resulted in 
the finding of the largest amount of 
arms and ammunition at one time aince 
the trouble began. 


The following day the premises were 


searched again nnd a number of damag- 
ing papers were found. They showed 
that Liiliuokalani waa certain of restora- 
tion aa she even went eo far aa to have a 
new cabinet made put, 


Arrests for conspiracy have been num- 
erous. In all there are about 350 men 
under lock and key. The last of the 
leaders to surrender waa Lot Lane, lie 
ia a half white and waa considered 
dangerous adversary. Ho gave himself 
up on tho 17th. 


On tbe same day tho first military 


court in the history of tlio Hawaiian 
islands was convened. It was com posed 
aa follows: Colonel William A. Whit- 
ing, Lieutenant Colonel J. W. Finisher, 
Captains C. W. /.eiglGr, ,T. M. Canmra 
Ja,.!.

formed until they are over with. 


The profound secrecy with which a 


.fair* «e conducted has led many ci 


ihe rL-bels, presumably Wilcox, Hurtle- 
nan, Nowlein, Onl irk, Walker, Da vies, 
Iticknrd, and sentences of life impriHon- 
iHtnt for many othurB. These decisions 
lave beon handed to President L)olo for 
iiial judgment, and ho will decide 
whether or not they shall bo carried 
out. It is certain that nothing will bo 
done luiBlily, or in « spirit of revenge.

1 put 
tip n hull at a cost of $1000, and bor- 
rowed $1(00 on Rqcond mortgage,, making 
total mortgage indebtedness $-200, se- 
cured by property worth $7-100. 


In 1803, one year after the last mort- 


gage was given, my wife built a dwell- 
ing house, coiting$IoOO, upon the mort- 
gaged lots. She built it with money in- 
herited from her father, and there was a 
verbal contract ami Agreement that in 
ease the lots were taken by foredosunj, 
she could move tlio houau off.
